HELD BLAMELESS) 


Suit in Supreme Court Arising From 
G.T.P. Blasting Accident is 
Dismissed. 


In the Supreme Court yesterday after- 
noon before Chief Justice Sifton, Albert 
Freeman, a young man of about 21 years 
of age, bought suit for $5,000 damages 
against Frank Jackson, a G.T.P. con- 
tracter, for injuries which he had in- 
curred during some blasting operations 
in a cut on the G.T.P. grade near To- 
field. The court room was filled with 
fellow-workmen, some of whom were 
called upon as witnesses and others who 
were merely interested in the proceed- 
ings. The case, which was very protract- 
ed, was dismissed by His Lordship on the 
ground that no negligence had been 
shown on the part of the contractor or 
his foreman, Col. E. B. Rdwards was en: 
gaged as counsel for the plaintiff and ©. 
M. Biggar acted for the defendant. 

The circumstances surrounding the ac- 
cident were most extraordinary. Albert 
Freeman, the plaintiff, told of having 
heen in the construction camp, passing 
hetween the kitehen and the dining tent 
when he was struck on the head and 
knew nothing more until he regained 
consciousness in the public hespital in 
Edmonton under the care of Dr, Hyslop, 
medical officer for the G.T.P. In relating 
the injuries, whieh he had received the 
plaintiff said that he suffered from de 
fective articulation and from slight par 
aly ‘: in the side of his face and in his 
left arm. The wound in his head was not 
yet healed and still discharged muaiter 
ever; three or four days. 

Yorkmen as Witnesses. 

1, Cameron and Martin Swanson, work 
men on the grade, testified to having 
made all the preparations for blasting in 
the loose rock under the direction of 
Yoreman Conrad Schacht. When ai! was 
ready both werkinen retired 200 feet or 
more and Sehacht at that time was on a 
nearby hill from which he shouted twice 
as a warning to all within range. After 
the explosion a cry was heard in the 
camp some 506 fect away. It was found 
that Freeman had been struck on the 
head by a stone, His skull was crushed 
and the brain expused, 

Donald Smith and Alex Morrow swore 
to having seen a stone coming in the di- 
rection of the camp, when they were 
about to leave the camp for the swim- 
ming pool. Smith saw it fall between the 
two buildings and was the first to reach 
Freeman's side, The injured man had 
hlood streaming from his head where 
there was a hole an inch square, 

“Ask My Father.” | 

Sarah Donald, a little girl of the camp, 
had been with Freeman when he was 


struck, 

“How old ts the girl?” asked His Lord- 
ship. 

“Ask my father,” she innocently ie. 
plied. 


“That is a very good answer,” said Col. 
Hdwards, 

To Mr. Biggar the little girl said that 
Freeman was supposed to he washing‘ 
dishes in the cook's tent and she did not 
know why he should have been outside 
at the time. He had been playing with 
her during the evening. 

W. Fraser told of having heiped to put 
Freeman on a wagon and gone with him 
to Shipman, then on the train to Edmon- 
ton where the ambulance was in waiting 
to take him to the Pablice Hospital. 

Medical Evidence. 

Drs. Forin and Gillespie were called to 
say as to the condition of the man in the 
hospital and of his condition when last 
their care. 
iy recollection is that he made re- 
markable progress for the injury which 
he had received,” said Dr, Fortin, 

Dr. Gillespie saw the plaintiff in Au 
gust beiove he left che hospital and again 
when he returned to Edmonton from To- 
field suffering from discharges from his 
head, : 

“The plaintiff has been rendered inea- 
pable of work for the time being but 
do nol think it will be permanent. The 
slight paralysis looks like a tendency

Dr, Hyslop, the first witness for the 
defence told of having attended the 
plaintiff at the hospital and of paying all 
the expenses incurred on behalf of the 
GTP. 

“The plaintiff! requested that he be al- 
lowed to go to the camp,” said Dr. 
Hyslop. ‘Ll teld him he could go for two 
weeks but under no circumstance to re 
main longer than three weeks.” 

“Did he come back?” asked Mr. Big- 
gar, 

“No, he did not come back.” 

“Why did he not come back?” 

“Probably because legal proceedings 
had been entered by that time,” was the 
reply.

The plaintiff was called to contradict 
much of the evidence of the defence.

Hyslop told him to, Col. Rdwards asked 
ste ther Dro hiyslop was *ospons'ble for 
it. “Ves sir, he interfered with me.” 

‘Did you know I was a solicitor or a 
lawyer at the t'me I visited you at the 
hospital?” asked Col. Edwards.

NEW CENTRAL BRIDGE 
BETWEEN TWIN CITIES 


Scheme For Closer Connection Be- 
tween Edmonton and Strathcona 
Under Consideration by Mayor 
McDougall—Committee to Meet 
Provincial Government—Not a 
Substitute For High-Level Bridge. 


The construction of a central low- 
level bridge across the Saskatchewan. 
to be built within the next year or 
two, is daily becoming a greater cer- 
tainty. The present congestion of 
traffic on the Saskatchewan bridge, 
which will be even greater when the 
street cars are in regular operation, 
meke such a bridge an absolute ne- 
cessity iu the near future. 

This bridge will be needed whether 
the high-level bridge is started short- 
iy or not, and will in no way inter- 
lere with the latter, as there is suffi- 
cient traffic to warrant the construe- 
tion of both bridges. 

Mayor McDougal}! has been thinking 
sfrtovaly over the central bridge idea 
or some time and also has held a 
consultation with Mayor Duggan, of 
Strathcona. The result is that the 
mayor of the University City, with 
Aldermen Bush and Sheppard, will 


shortly form a joint committee with’ 
Mayor McDougall and one or two 


of the Edmonton council to wait 
upon the government, asking them 
io construct a-bridge similar to that’ 
at Medicine Hat and other southern 
cities. 

Location of New Bridge. 

The location of such a structure 
has not definitely been decided upon. 
but engineers report that the most 
iavorable place would be at the foot 
of Fourth street, almost between the 
two cities’ power houses. On the 
Strathcona side there is a very easy 
grade up the hill from this point. 
while this location would be very 
easy of access from the Edmonton 
side. 

It is estimated that the proposed 
bridge between the power houses can 
be built for considerably less money 
than it was intended to put into th» 
traffic section on the high-level bridge 
This bridge would very  materia’ly 
shorten the distance betsveen the busi 
ness centres of the two cities and 
greatly facilitate commercial  inter- 
course, There is not much time 19 
get the matter in shape to ask a grant 
trom the provincial legislature at next 
session, and for this reason Mayor 
McDougall purposes to take the mat- 
ter up at onee.

KAISER SUBMITS 


German!Emperor Renounces Divine 


Right Policy—Triumph for 
Von Buelow. 


Berlin, Nov. 17.—Germany breathes 
easier tonight The Emperor has 
surrendered to the Reichstag and has 
promised to heed the wiil of the peo- 
ple and abanden his policy of per- 
sonal ge ronment, 

This change in the Jmperial atti- 
tude was officially announced  to- 
night in the Reichanziger, the official 
organ of the government, which pub- 
lishes with the sanction of the Em- 
peror the fullowing statement 

“In the course of an audience 
granted today & the Emperor to 
Chancellor Von Buelow, the Chan- 
cellor deseribed to the Emperor the 
mood of the nation, and explained 
his position with reference to the de- 
bate in the Reichstag last Tuesday 
The Emperor listened to these ex- 
planations with great earnestness 
and expressed his will as follows 

‘Heedless of many obivious exag- 
gerations, His Majesty always con- 
sidered it his principal duty to 
secure a continuance of Imperial poli- 
cies under the safeguard of con- 
stitutional responsibilities. He  ap- 
proves of the Chancellor's address in 
the Reichstag and assured the Prince 
ot his continued contidence.” 

Forty-five Minute Conference. 

The Emperor's abandonment of his 
divine-right policy was brought about 
by «a 4iminute conferenee with 
Chancellor Von Buelow this morning 
at Potsdam, in which the demands of 
the nation were put before him, and 
the ultimatum of the chancellor — to 
resign if he did not give up his per- 
sonal policy in government affairs 

“Tt was the bitterest hour of my 
life,” Emperor William said wearily. 
after the conference head ended. 
Bluntly, almost brutally, the Chan- 
cellor told Kaiser William he must 
capatuliate to the demand of the Ger- 
man people, who required of him 
that he would in the future refrain 
from any unwarranted meddling with 
the affairs of state, and practically 
leave the conduct of the publie busi- 
ness of the country in the hands of 
his ministers and the Reichstag. 

Germany Sighs Its Relief. 

The conference was perhaps the 
most momentous of the Kaiser's 
reign. All Germany heaved a sigh 
of relief when it was announced that 
the Emperor had yielded satistactor- 
ily and completely. 

Public opinion everywhere applauds 
the Emperor's decision and where 
twenty-four hours ago there was gen- 
eral revilement of him, he is today 
the object of greater esteem than at 
any other time in his life The re- 
sult is considered a marvelous 
triumph for Von Buelow, as great a 
diplomatic victory as even old Prince 
Bismarck, the iron chancellor, ever 
achieved 

“ London Commends Emperor.

BROKE THROUGH ICE 


Sad Drowning Accident on Red River 
—Cornelius Favel, His Wife and 
Two Children Lose Their Lives— 
Baby Was Saved by Being Thrown

Later.

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SASKATCHEWAN LOOKS 


TO EDMONTON FOR COAL 


Lack of Supply and High Prices Con- 
tinue in the Neighboring Province 
Edmonton Coal Should he Ratailed 

katch\wand|.~fdw fw ek gkqj 
at Five Dollars a Ton in Saskatoon 
With Better Railway Facilities. 


Saskatoon, Nov. 17—That the coal 
fields of the Edmonton distriet will 
shortly furnish the bulk of the fuel 
supply for the province of Saskatehe- 
wan is the opinio# of many people 
of the neighboring provinee. Already 
Thany are looking to the capital of Ai- 
berta and it is certain that better 
railway facilities will do much to in- 
crénse the Edmonton market, 

iven with every prospect of a long, 
hard winter ahead, the fuel situation 
in Saskatoon and throughout central 
Saskatchewan generally is, however, 
not regarded by householders with the 
same anxiety as was manifest last fall. 
lt seems ‘to be taken for granted that 
the opening up of new lines of raii- 
way has solved the problem. Country 
people close to markets are hopeful 
that most of their troubles are over, 
while residents in the city having no 
fear of a general tieeup of traffie are 
not concerning themselves much about 
their winter duel, 

Inquiry around the city, however, 
gives the impression that less cowl 
nis been laid. down for winter use 
than ever before in the average house- 
hold. Dealers’ stocks are low and are 
-not being replenihed at anything like 
the rate they ought to be at thie sea- 
son, The raitway traffic is so heavy 
all over that the companies are not 
freeing «uflicient cars to meet the de- 
mand of the coal dealers, with the re- 
sult that there fs just the chance cf 
winter setting in cold and etormy 
and-catching the people in a atate of 
unpreparedness, 

In the Now Towns. 

News from the new towns out east 
and we8t is not reassuring, Farmers 
are driving in long distances for coal 
to the new marketing places, and not 
getting it in many cases, The busi- 
Hess arrangements for handling coal 
are not of the best anywhere,and deal- 
ers only ‘bay from hand ¢o mouth, and 
sometimes there are long spells be- 
tween the, bites. When a car is un- 
coupled at-a new siding it is not long 
in being snapped up, and then it is 
prodlematical when another will come 
along. 

Future Supply in Doubt 

There wre indications that this hap- 
havard handling of the coal supply of 
central Saskatchewan is going to cause 
much discomfort if not actual suf- 
fering. The people have been over- 
confident about getting supplies and 
the result has been apathy all round. 
No arrangements haye been made for 
any extraordinary demand for fuel, 
and the moment the urgency of laying 
in supplies strikes the people all at 


once, the shortege is going to be 
felt vcutely. It is being felt now 
around the new towns to the west, 


The farmers kept the plow going as 
long westhe grownad.wesfity and new 
they are teaming into town for coal 
only to be told to come back another 
day. 

The Price Too High. 

The question of the price of coal is 
one which is giving rise to serious 
unrest amongst thinking people. There 
is a growing feeling that, considering 
the fact of Saskatoon’s comparatively 
close proximity to the inexhaustible 
coal fields around Edmonton, that the 
price to thy cousumer should be much 
lower than it is. There seems no good 
reason why Edmonton coal should’ not 
be retailed in Soskatoon for 85, in- 
Stead of $7 and $7.50 pér ton. It is 
not that the dealer is making an ex- 
orbitant profit, but that the cost load- 
ed at the mine and the ireight rate 
fre almost a third higher than they 
ought to be. 

Edmonton Mines Easy to Work. 

From all accounts the Edmonton 
Mines are amongst the easiest in the 
world to work In some cases a 
seraper will take off the surface and 
expose a seam of forty feet of coal. It 
is not « case of mining at all, it is a 
form of quarrying. With proper ap- 
pliances it is claimed ‘sy experts that 
coal could be mined and loaded to 
yield a handsome profit at $1 per ton. 

But it is further said that up till the 
present the demand for that class of 
coal has not been such as would war- 
rant the putting in of the most up-to- 
date appliances. The Edmonon mines 
have only had a limited area to sup- 
ply, with the result that no serious 
effort at cheap mining has been amade, 

With the opening of all the new 
lines through this section of the coun. 
try the trade in Edmonton coal is 
bound to become very large if busi- 
ness is gone after aggressively apd 
with some judgment. 

Missing an Opportunity. 

In conversation yesterday with a 

Western man who understands the 


coal business thoroughly, a reporter 
elicited the information, for whieh 
actual evidence was given, that the 


Edmonton colliery companies are slow 
to grasp the situation. He thought 
that BAmonton coal should be sold all 
through the ‘three provinces north 
and south of the C. N. R, line. an 
effort shoul’ Ge imade to secure freight 
rates on the coal so as to insure it be- 
ing retailed at a price so low in pro- 
portion to other soft coals as to put 
them out of the market. With a guar, 
anutee of a certain volume of business 
railway companies would thon bring 
the rate to a reasonable figure, whieh 
should certuinly be low enough to land 
covl in Saskatoon at not more than 
$2 per ton. The present price for coal 
at the mine is $2.50 per ton, wi 
according to experts, would be ridi 
ulously high even if the cou! was dif- 
ficult to reach. With the assurance 
of wn increased demand mining could 
be done much cheaper, aud with even 
$1 « ton knocked off the present price 
the coal on the track in Saskatocn 
would cest $3.50. This, with 50 cents 
for unloading and delivery, would 
leave $1 profit at $5 per ton 

There room for still further im- 
Provement on these figures as com- 
Petitors increase and better methods 
of working are adopted. A saving cf 
from $2 to $2.50 on coal is w tall con- 
sideration in a country where com- 
‘hustion is rapid for six months out of 
the twelve

london, Nov. 17—There were many 
thousands of mothers at the Albert Hall, 
and the gentle wailing of infants not vet 
old enough to appreciate Bishops was an 
accompaniment of stirring speeches on 
the privileges and duties of mother- 
hoed, 

This great meeting of women of all 
classes was to celebrate the “coming of 
age" of the Mothers’ Union ,an associa- 
tion comprising a quarter of a million 
members throughout the British Bm- 
pire. 

In these days when there is a great 
deal of discussion upon the “revolt” 
against motherhood, it was certainly a 
consoling and encouraging thing to see 
that great assembly of women, who, ‘n 
wealthy and niiddle classe and jw 
homes of England are doing their best 
for the nation, with quiet courage, and 
With the old ideals of English home-life, 
It was a sight which inspired the Bishop 
of London andisther speakers with en- 
thusiasm and eloquence. 

The Bishop of Stepney. 

The Bishop of Stepney spoke of the 
great work of the Mothers’ Union, and 
paid a high tribute to all those women 
who are faithfully, unselfishly, and 
nobly falfilling the highest mission of 
womanhood, 

“1.” he said, with a touch of humor, 
“have never had the luxury, the inspira- 
tion, or the anxiety of having a wife. But 
thanks be to God, I have had a mother.’ 

In breezy words, and earnest manner, 
he reminded the women of their duty 
towards their husbands. 

“Remember that, poor things though 
they may be, they are your own. You 
have got to make the best of them. 

If you want to keep Englishmen true, 
you must see that your homes are clean 
aud ship-shape and neat.” 

Women were makers of men. The les 
sons of the home were of far greater 
influence than those of the school. 
When facing the dangers and tempta- 


tions of life, the knowledge and the 
memory of one strong, good, pure wo- 
man was the  gveatest safeguard to 


young men, 
Work of Poor Mothers. 

The Bishop of Manchester roused the 
epthusiasm of the audience by confess. 
ing that no Bishop works like a poor 
wother works. Not one of them, he said, 
did so much variety of work in one day, 
such exacting work, or work which had 
such a strain upon mind and body and 
spirit. In his bachelor days he had talk. 
ed to mothers’ meetings with a light 
heart. Sinee he had, unlike some Bishops, 
hecome a married man he had entirely 
kiven up talking to mothers abont their 
duties. It would be mere impertinence. 

The Bishop of Manchester then praised 
the work of the Mothers’ Union, and 
showed what its members might do for 
the schools, the Church, and the nation. 
Home training, he said, was the founda- 
tion of all other education. He ridiculed 
the eld idea that “a ¢hild was a kind of 
empty bottle which you can stuff with 
every kind of knowledge.” He was amus 
ed at the present system of elementary 
education, which tried to raise the stan- 
dard of home life by teaching children 
hygiene, If he were a little girl, he would 
he very sorrry to go home and tell the 
mother how to cook the dinner or how 
to feed the baby, The mothers came first. 
Upon them depended the future of the

MURDER IN NORTHERN ONTARIO

POLICE BESIEGE SOLDIERS. 


Strenuous Battle in Heart of Morocco 
Seaport Town. 


Madrid, Noy. 16.—A dispatch from Max 
ador, Morocco, says that almost by a mir 
acle has that normally peaceful seaport 
esouped the fate of Casablanca.

2666 and 2580. 

Railway servants, whose occupation of 
ten exnoses them to dangers not ordinarily 
encour 1, by passengers, have suffered 
severely, more severely than in the 
vious year, both in respect to fatal acer 
dents and of other injuries 

During 1907 454 servants of 
companies or contractors lost their lives 
and 5.813 were injured, as against 455 
killed and 4,365 injured in 1906. 

The average for ten years is 542 killed 
and 3972 injured and compared with these 
figures, the number of non-fatal accidents 
last year shows a large increase 

This, however, largely only an ap 
parent increase, as owing to a new board 
of trade regulation, many slight aceident 
involving only a day's absence from work 
which were not reported in previous years, 
have now to be repo 1.

Labor Leader Tells Some of the Causes 


of the Oepressicon — Scientific 
Grappling With the Problem— 
The London Storm Area—Mr. Har- 
die’s Tour. 


Londen, Now 17.—During the de- 
bate in the Cofmens on the unem- 
ployed, Mr., John Burns, M.P., said 

The House had a right to know what! 
was being done by his department and 
by the government in administering 
the temporary act for the spending of 
the $1,090,000 that had been granted, 
and what would be done in spending 
the additional grant that had been 
conceded. In his judgment they had 
had during the past three winters one 
that was worse than the winter which 
now confronted them, At the same 
time, in the administration of the 
fund to mect this state of things they 
had not been confronted with a single 
adverse criticism from the distress 
committees or any other responsible 
authority. There was absolutely no 
foundation for the assertion that they 
had acted in any niggardly way. 

Causes of Unemployment, 

The causes of unemployment were 
social, ceonomic, personal and politi-| 
cal. They were not created in a year,, 
and they could not be dissipated in a 
month, (Ministerial cheers.) They 
were the accumulation of ages, the 
heritage of past neglect, the burden of 
ignorance and selfishness, and the re- 
sult of communities of men cisobey- 
ing natural as well as economic law, 
and not one single department would 
be able at once to remove either the 
follies of communities, the neglect 
ages or the viees and dissipation v 


f 
individuals. He was to be commiser- 
ated by everyone because he was be- 


ing made responsible for the neglect 
of other departments. He did not. 
however, object to be the “Derby dog’ 
of the government on the unemployed 
question, but he respectfully suggest- 
ed that honorable members in eriti- 
cising his department should remem- 
ber the origin of the complaint and 
the disease. For three years the build- 
ing trades had been depressed, and 
they had hitherto provided two-thirds 
of the men registered at the unem- 
ployed bureaux.

ANY person who is the sole head of a 
** family, or any male over 18 years old, 
may homestead a quarter-section (160 
acres, more or less) of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency ot 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 
Duties—Six montha’ 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or by his father, moth- 
er, son, daughter, brother or sister. 
In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price

THE TURF. 
NEW SPRED RECORDS 

Coming right after such a record-break 
ing campaign as was experienced in 1907, 
another year of sensational performances 
has just been closed, or practically so, 
and statisticians are knee deep in the 
work figuring up the great season per- 
formances and new world’s records that 
were established since last July by the 
time annihilating trotters and pacers. 

No less than 24 new world’s records 
were shattered during the last season, 
while some splendid season performances 
were given that almost equaled world's 
records, The feats performed by the 
trotters and paeers were so many and of 
such a sensational nature that it is dif 
ficult to seleet which is the greatest. The 
record taken by The Leading Lady in a 
trial against time at Lexington of 2.07, 
which establishes a new record for 3-year 
old trotting fillies, is of course a remark- 
able performance, but it cannot compare 
with some of the other splendid exhibi 
tions of speed and courage displayed by 
the other equines whose names will bx 
inseribed in the hall of fame of the horse 
world. 

Perhaps the performance of the two 
pacing wenders, Minor Heir and The Eel 
were as great as any of the shining 
stunts pulled off hy any campaigner, al 


though it must be considered that the 
performance of The Harvester, 2.08 34 
Hainburg Belle, 2.04 3-4; Uhlan, 2.07 14;
